Madison, Wis., Oct. 2.—The Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad •. com- 
pany has filed an amendment to its 
articles here permitting it, by author- 
ity of the last legislature, to issue

number of parallel tracks. A number 
of years ago a law was passed per- 
mitting roads to issue bonds for build- 
ing double tracks. It was considered 
a novel idea at that time, when it was 
not thought any company would need 
more than two tracks. 
To handle 
traffic in Milwaukee the railroad com- 
mission discovered that several par- 
allel tracks might be necessary. 
The 
legislature of 1913 accordingly amend- 
ed the Milwaukee road's charter to 
permit the new bonding. The pres- 
ent authorization is for the retirement 
of bonds on double trackage and 
the 
issue of a new series.

excavate, rescuers hope to reach by 
noon tomorrow.

the 
work, Installed air compressors in 
the heading and the work of digging 
away the wall of anthracite is ex- 
pected to proceed more rapdly. Dur 
ing the excavation work last night 
only one miner at a time was able to 
pick into the face of the coal.

He started to dig himself out 


of his cell and had picked away about 
three feet of coal in the direction of 
the rescuers when those on the out- 
side told him to be careful lest lie 
cut the rope used in drawing his 
provisions through the long pipe that 
has been inserted in a mine breech.

. Nearly three quarters of the area 
of the United States is "dry" terri- 
tory. Half, the American people live 
out of. reach of a licensed saloon. 
This is in £ large measure the work 
of the Anti-Saloon League, .the mili- 
tant church in practical politics. The 
league has done more in twenty years 
than the prohibition 
party has in 


fifty. 
For twenty years it has been 


testing and proving the efficiency of 
its political methods, until now it can 
forecast with a reasonable degree of 
certainty just what the people of any 
given, part of the United States or the 
whole United States will do with the 
prohibition . question whenever it is 
made an issue. It has become proba- 
blyf the. most active and effective po- 
litical agency in the country. 


When the league was organized, 


twenty, years ago, outside of a few 
thinly populated prohibition 
states 


there was hardly a spot on the map 
of'"the-United States where liquor was 
not sold openly and legally. 
Today, 


72 per cent of the total* area of the 
United. States—2,130,746 square miles 
—fis "dry-" territory. There are nine 
states.in which it-is illegal 
to sell 


liquor 
anywhere

Tennessee, West Virginia, 
There are ten other states in which 


more Hhan 90 per cent of the total 
area is "dry." These states are: 


Alabama, Arkansas. Colorado, Flor- 


ida. Kentucky, New Hampshire, New 
Mexico, Utah, Vermont, Wyom'ing. 


Arkansas has just passed a law re- 


quiring a petition signed by all the 
adult white men and women in any 
community before a saloon can be 
opened, 
practically 
insuring 
state- 


wide prohibition. 
On the other hand, there is not a 


single state that is entirely "wet." 
New .Jersey comes nearest, with only 
four-tenths of one per cent of 
Its 


area prohibition. 
Three quarters of 


Pennsylvania is "license" territory. 
But Illinois, and Missouri are each 72 
per cent "dry" and 58 Per cent of 
New York state is prohbiiticn terri- 
tory. 


These statistics, compiled by a late 


magazine, 
are

Visitors were permitted to make an 
inspection of all parts of the build- 
ing which with its siinple but 
ef- 
fective lines of architecture, excellent 
lighting and ventilation, large corri- 
dors, and charmingly furnished rooms 
brought forth 'expressions of delight 
•and-commeudation. from. all. Beds for 
forty-eight patients are provided and 
sixteen of the rooms have been fur- 
nished 
by 
societies 
and 
private 
donors. Each one is furnished in a 
different color, rugs, curtains, and all 
furnishings being in perfect harmony. 
The hospital is not only fire-proof 
but practically noise-proof. 
All floors 
are of tile and concrete so that no 
noise is communicated through them. 
The corridors are carpeted with cork 
linoleum. 
All 
walls 
are finished 
smooth and there are no angles and 
corners to gather dirt as they are 
carefully rounded. 
Over the door of 
each patient's room is a light which 
can be turned on by the patient 1'or 
the purpose of summoning a nurse 
when needed. Standard hospital beds 
are used and are finished in white ov 
gilt enamel, according'to the color 
scheme of the room. 
Each, room has 
its own tray and chinaware and have 
beautiful pictures on the walls. 
The two operating rooms are ou 
the third floor and are equipped with 
the necessary tables, sterilizing uten- 
sils, and other eciuinment. 
Demonstrations ot the uew X-ray 
machine were given the visitors 
at 
the hospital this morning. 
A beautiful little chapel has been 
built tip on the second floor with an 
altar finished

gold, 
sacred images, and an altar service.

Each floor has its 
own kitchen for the preparation of 
the patient's food.

The elevator shaft is 
entirely enclosed in walls of tile and

It is one .thing to have a nurse who 
looks carefully after ventilation and 
cleanliness of the room, the care of 
the bed and proper methods of chang- 
ing of linen and thinks her work ends 
here, and it is another to have tlie 
nurse who can plan 
and 
coolc 
the 
proper food for a patient and serve it 
in the daintiest and most 
appetizing 
manner possible 
in connection with 
the other. 


Her training surely 
is not com- 
plete unless she is able to do this. 
It 
qhe floes not understand the science 
of foods and prefessional'housekeep- 
ing it requires 
an extra 
person in 
the home to wait on the nurse. She 
should be able to go into the kitchen 
and prepare the three 
meals or more 
"or the one who is ill, without dis- 
nirbins the working 
regime ,of the 
kitchen. 
It' the cooking and prepar- 
ng of food are 
understood 
by 
the 
nurse (and no other should ha.ve the 
title of trained 
nurse) thoroughly, 
nd she knows exactly the right food 
and how to prepare it quietly 
and 
with little or rip 
disturbance "in the 
jitcheri. 
she 
is 
usually 
welcome, 
otherwise not. Every dish

by 
.hem should be washed and put away 
n the proper place; 
that is 
their 
training or should be.
